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SUMMARY  OF  FATAL  ACCIDENTS 

1969 

Mr.  Harry  E.  Courtney,  Jr.,  age  45,  married,  no  dependent  chil- 
dren, came  to  his  death  at  1:50  p.m.  January  5,  1969,  from  brain 
damage  and  hemorrhage,  due  to  compound  fracture  of  the  skull,  due 
to  trauma,  due  to  injuries  accidentally  sustained  while  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duty  as  an  oiler  at  the  United  Electric  Coal  Company 
Banner  #27  Mine,  Glasford,  Peoria  County,  Illinois,  where  he  had  been 
employed  for  8V2  years. 

Mr.  Courtney  was  attempting  to  remove  accumulated  mud  from 
the  takeup  pulley  on  the  stacker  belt  on  the  W-3  Overburden  Exca- 
vating Wheel  machine  with  a  crowbar,  while  the  belt  was  in  operation. 
He  had  climbed  up  several  feet  above  the  walkway,  to  a  position 
between  the  framework,  near  the  right  side  of  the  pullev  and  in  some 
manner,  his  head  came  into  contact  with  the  belt  and  pullev,  causing 
extensive  crushing  injuries  to  his  head.  He  then  fell  or  was  thrown  off 
the  machine  and  landed  on  the  coal  floor  of  the  pit,  45  to  50  feet 
below.  The  body  was  found  by  Niles  Dunbar.  The  pumper  and  the 
bar  he  had  been  using  was  lying  under  the  body.  The  crew  had  been 
moving  the  machine  to  a  new  location  and  then  after  leveling  the 
machine,  had  planned  to  shut  down  and  remove  the  frozen  soil  from 
the  pulley  scraper  and  stacker  boom.  There  were  no  eve-witnesses  to 
this  accident. 


Mr.  James  Lee  Paisley,  age  34,  married,  three  dependent  children, 
came  to  his  death  at  or  about  the  hour  of  3:45  p.m.  January  8,  1969, 
from  mutilating  internal  injuries  accidentally  received  when  he  was 
caught  between  the  ground  and  journal  box  on  a  railroad  coal  car 
which  had  been  struck  bv  1 1  motorless  run-away  railroad  coal  cars 
near  the  tipple  while  performing  his  duties  as  a  laborer  at  the  Freeman 
Coal  Company  Crown  Mine,  Farmersvillc,  Montgomery  County,  Illi- 
nois, where  he  had  been  employed  for  10  years. 

Mr.  Paisley  was  blocking  a  loaded  railroad  car  coupled  with  six 
empties.  These  cars  were  located  under  the  tipple  on  track  #4.  His  job 
was  to  block  the  loaded  car  and  relocate  the  wire  rope  of  the  car 
retardcr.  The  car  retarder  maneuvers  the  railroad  cars  while  they  arc 
being  loaded  with  coal  under  the  tipple.  As  he  was  performing  his 
duties,  he  failed  to  see  the  five  run-away  empties  coming  clown  track 
four  from  the  empty  yard  which  is  located  approximately  1900  feet 
from  the  tipple.  The  impact  of  the  run-away  cars  colliding  with  the 
blocked  cars  dislodged  the  blocking  and  broke  the  hook  on  the  wire 
rope  of  the  car  retarder.    This  allowed  the  cars  to  roll  forward,  appar- 
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cntly  catching  Mr.  Paisley  between  the  surface  of  the  ground  and  the 
journal  box  of  the  railroad  car.  Suffering  from  multiple  injuries  to  his 
left  side,  an  ambulance  was  immediately  summoned  and  he  was  taken 
to  St.  John's  Hospital  in  Springfield.  The  accident  occurred  at  approxi- 
mately 2:30  p.m.  and  he  was  admitted  to  the  emergency  ward  at  3:25 
p.m.   He  died  20  minutes  later  at  3:45  p.m. 

Mr.  Alfred  Lowe  and  Mr.  Leo  Edward  Drabant  were  the  employ- 
ees in  charge  of  riding  the  empty  railroad  cars  down  the  hill  to  the 
tipple.  There  had  been  approximately  50  cars  brought  down  that  shift 
without  any  trouble  prior  to  the  five  run-aways.  They  stated,  however, 
that  the  change  in  the  weather  had  allowed  moisture  to  accumulate 
on  the  rails  making  them  slick.  When  they  applied  the  brakes  to  slow 
the  cars,  the  wheels  started  sliding  and  both  men  jumped  from  the 
cars.  Once  the  cars  started  sliding,  it  is  hard  to  regain  control  of  them. 
This  is  what  allowed  the  collision  of  the  railroad  cars. 


Mr.  Jake  Burnett,  age  58,  married,  no  dependent  children,  came  to 
his  death  at  2:45  p.m.  February  15,  1969,  from  multiple  crush  injuries 
received  while  performing  his  duties  as  an  oiler  at  the  Southwestern 
Illinois  Coal  Corporation,  Streamline  Mine,  Percy,  Randolph  County, 
Illinois,  where  he  had  been  employed  for  30  years. 

Mr.  Burnett  was  apparently  attempting  to  clean  some  grease  from 
the  hoist  drum  shaft  on  the  700  Dragline  while  the  machine  was  in 
operation. 

Some  few  minutes  before  the  accident,  Mr.  Burnett  was  in  the 
control  room  of  the  dragline  with  Mr.  Ernest  Thompson,  operator  of 
the  dragline,  and  he  told  Mr.  Thompson  that  he  was  going  down  and 
clean  the  collars.  (These  collars  were  on  the  hoist  drum  shaft.)  Mr. 
Thompson  stated  that  about  10  minutes  later  he  was  ready  to  move 
the  machine.  It  was  Mr.  Burnett's  job  to  stand  out  in  front  of  the 
machine  to  guide  it.  When  he  did  not  show  up  after  minutes,  Mr. 
Thompson  when  downstairs  to  look  for  him.  He  found  Mr.  Burnett 
lodged  between  the  drag  hoist  drum  and  the  drum  case  casting.  Since 
there  were  no  witnesses  to  the  accident  it  is  not  known  just  how  Mr. 
Burnett  came  to  be  there.  The  body  was  badly  crushed  and  it  took 
about  one  hour  and  45  minutes  to  remove  it  from  between  the  drum 
and  the  drum  casing. 

Mr.  Gerald  Wayne  Patterson,  age  30,  married,  four  dependent 
children,  received  fatal  injuries  at  7:15  p.m.  April  5,  1969  at  the  Pea- 
body  Coal  Company  Edwards  Mine,  Edwards,  Peoria  County,  Illinois, 
while  performing  his  duties  as  a  dragline  oiler.  He  had  been  employed 
at  this  mine  for  V/i  years. 

Mr.  Patterson  and  the  dragline  operator,  Mr.  William  Matins, 
were  adjusting  one  of  the  mercurv-vapor  lights  on  the  Bucyrus  480- W 
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dragline  and  had  adjusted  the  lamp  to  the  correct  position  when  the 
deceased  stepped  on  the  bracket  to  attach  a  wire  to  help  hold  it  in 
position.  The  bracket  turned  on  its  support,  which  caused  him  to  lose 
his  balance  and  fall  off  the  boom  to  some  rocks  in  the  pit  about  65 
feet  below. 

He  was  removed  by  ambulance  to  the.  Methodist  Hospital  and 
was  pronounced  dead  on  arrival  at  8:05  p.m.  due  to  brain  damage  and 
hemorrhage,  due  to  skull  fracture,  due  to  trauma,  due  to  injuries  acci- 
dentallv  sustained. 


Mr.  Olen  Greenwood,  age  61,  married,  no  dependent  children, 
came  to  his  death  shortly  before  12:20  a.m.  June  12,  1969  while  per- 
forming his  duties  as  a  bottom  laborer  at  the  Old  Ben  Coal  Corpora- 
tion Mine  #21,  Benton,  Franklin  County,  Illinois,  where  he  had  been 
employed  for  9  months. 

Mr.  Henry  Vanctti,  repairman,  stated  that  he  was  called  to  do 
some  repairs  on  a  breakdown  on  the  Fifth  East  South  Section.  Pro- 
ceeding to  the  area  from  the  shaft  bottom,  on  a  light  locomotive,  he 
was  traveling  on  the  Main  South  Entry  and  was  at  the  bottom  of  the 
5.3%  downgrade,  when  he  saw  the  light  of  a  locomotive  pulling  a  man- 
trip  consisting  of  two  cars  and  an  8-ton  tail  locomotive  coming  out  of 
the  Fifth  East  South  which  was  a  distance  of  four  cross  cuts,  337  feet 
plus  or  minus.  He  stopped  his  motor,  but  the  motor  and  mantrip  cars 
kept  coming  toward  him. 

Prior  to  this  incident,  the  crew  involved  in  the  accident  had  worked 
overtime,  which  is  a  normal  procedure  at  this  mine.  Marion  Naylor, 
locomotive  operator,  stated  that  shortly  after  the  mantrip  arrived  in 
the  Fifth  East  South  with  the  on-coming  shift  crew,  he  operated  the 
8-ton  locomotive  that  was  to  pull  the  mantrip  back  to  the  shaft  bottom; 
Earl  Jent  occupied  the  tail  locomotive.  Olen  E.  Greenwood,  deceased, 
got  on  top  of  the  locomotive,  and  they  proceeded  to  the  Joy  continuous 
miner  section  where  they  picked  up  a  small  crew  of  men.  Some  of  these 
men  got  into  the  first  mantrip  car,  but  Lebern  Spiller  and  Jewel  Stalcup, 
who  were  part  of  that  crew,  got  on  the  locomotive  which  was  occupied 
by  Naylor  and  Greenwood.  Proceeding  to  the  Number  Five  unit,  they 
picked  up  more  men  who  had  worked  overtime,  and  these  men  got 
into  the  same  mantrip  car  and  they  started  toward  the  bottom. 

As  they  came  out  of  the  Fifth  East  on  the  Main  South  they  were 
traveling  at  about  a  2%  upgrade.  After  getting  to  the  top  of  the  grade, 
Naylor  said  he  noticed  a  motor  about  two  cross  cuts  ahead.  He  quickly 
applied  the  brakes,  but  was  unable  to  stop  in  time  to  avoid  a  collision 
with  Vanetti's  locomotive  which  was  stopped,  with  the  headlight  burn- 
ing. Just  before  the  collision,  Greenwood,  Spiller,  and  Stalcup  jumped 
from  the  locomotive.  Upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  there  was 
41  inches  of  clearance  between  the  mantrip  and  the  rib.   It  is  assumed 
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that  the  deceased  was  struck  by  the  first  mantrip  car,  causing  him  to 
fall  underneath  the  edge  of  the  car.  The  deceased  was  found  near  the 
end  of  the  first  mantrip  car.  He  sustained  severe  head  and  chest  injuries 
causing  immediate  death.  There  were  no  other  reported  injuries  to  the 
rest  of  the  crews. 

The  area  in  which  the  accident  occurred  was  a  well-lighted  section 
with  five  overhanging  lights  from  the  Fifth  East  to  the  location  of  the 
accident. 


Mr.  John  C.  Rodden,  age  57,  married,  no  dependent  children,  came 
to  his  death  at  4:30  p.m.  July  18,  1969  while  performing  his  duties  as  a 
belt  repairman  at  the  Peabody  Coal  Company  Mine  #10,  Pawnee, 
Christian  County,  Illinois,  where  he  had  been  employed  for  18  years. 

Mr.  Rodden  and  Mr.  Kenneth  Wright  were  told  to  go  and  see 
what  was  wrong  with  the  belt  at  the  3rd  drive  at  the  2nd  Intersection 
Main  North  because  it  was  running  out  of  line.  This  was  near  the  end 
of  the  shift.  When  they  got  there  they  saw  that  the  rollers  had 
accumulated  some  refuse,  which  made  the  belt  run  out  of  line.  The 
belt  was  stopped  and  the  rollers  were  cleaned  by  both  Mr.  Rodden  and 
his  buddy,  Mr.  Wright.  In  the  meantime,  Mr.  Robert  Vernetti,  who 
was  in  the  3rd  West  Main  North,  came  to  help  out.  When  he  got  there 
they  told  him  they  had  the  rollers  cleaned.  The  belt  was  then  started 
to  see  if  it  was  running  in  line  or  that  it  could  be  lined.  While  the 
belt  was  running  Mr.  Rodden  must  have  noticed  some  refuse  left  on 
one  edge  of  the  tandem  rollers  so  he  crossed  over  and  was  attempting 
to  dislodge  this  refuse  with  a  screwdriver  that  he  had  with  him,  when 
he  was  caught  and  pulled  through  between  the  bottom  belt  and  two 
crossframes  crushing  and  mangling  his  body,  killing  him  almost 
instantly.  He  was  pronounced  dead  on  arrival  at  the  Saint  Vincent's 
Memorial  Hospital,  Taylorville,  Illinois  at  5:25  p.m. 

Mr.  Ralph  Taylor,  age  21,  married,  two  dependent  children,  came 
to  his  death  on  August  1,  1969,  as  a  result  from  injuries  sustained  while 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  a  miner  operator  at  the  Old  Ben 
Coal  Co.,  Mine  #21,  Benton,  Franklin  County,  Illinois  on  July  31, 
1969  at  8:45  p.m.,  where  he  had  been  employed  for  22  months. 

This  accident  happened  at  the  6  West  North,  where  chain  and 
barrier  pillars  were  being  mined.  A  crosscut  had  been  driven  between 
the  6th  and  7th  West  North  entries  for  a  shuttle  car  haulage  road  to 
the  miner,  in  the  barrier  pillar  off  the  7th  West.  This  crosscut  in  the 
100  ft.  pillar  was  roof  bolted  with  exception  of  32  ft.  of  top  coal.  The 
roof  that  was  not  bolted  had  been  judged  as  safe  by  all  personnel  until 
just  before  the  accident. 

Mr.  Cecil  Eickleman,  repairman,  was  operating  the  shuttle  car 
during  the  lunch  period.    Mr.  Eickleman  was  on  his  way  to  the  con- 
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veyor  belt  with  a  loaded  shuttle  car  when  he  noticed  a  thin  slab  of  top 
coal  in  the  unbolted  area  fall.  He  went  back  on  foot  to  the  miner  and 
notified  the  section  foreman,  Mr.  Byron  Brueggeman.  Mr.  Brueggeman 
and  Mr.  Eickleman  then  went  to  this  area.  The  foreman  said  that  he 
would  have  this  top  roof  bolted  before  this  crosscut  could  be  used  for 
a  haulage  road.  Mr.  Brueggeman  ran  the  shuttle  car  through  the  area 
to  prevent  the  car  from  being  blocked  by  the  roof  bolt  machine.  While 
doing  so,  some  top  coal  and  about  2  inches  of  rock  fell  on  the  back 
half  of  the  shuttle  car  from  under  the  fall.  The  cars  were  then  taken 
to  the  belt  to  be  unloaded. 

At  about  this  time,  Mr.  Ralph  Taylor,  deceased,  returned  from 
lunch.  He  and  Mr.  Brueggeman  went  to  the  south  edge  of  the  fall  and 
decided  that  the  mining  machine  would  be  brought  from  the  face  and 
some  of  the  fall  loaded  from  the  North  side  to  bolt  the  area.  The 
exposed  rock  was  reasonably  smooth  and  by  vision  looked  safe.  Mr. 
Taylor  was  standing  along  the  left  rib,  about  6  ft.  from  the  bolted  area, 
and  Mr.  Brueggeman  stood  some  5  ft.  behind  him  and  toward  the 
center  of  the  crosscut,  when  some  rock  fell  on  Mr.  Taylor  and  struck 
Mr.  Brueggeman  on  the  head  and  left  side.  The  rock  that  fell  on  Mr. 
Taylor  was  about  4'  x  8'  x  5"  thick.  Mr.  Brueggeman  then  called  for 
help,  and  along  with  the  other  crew  men  using  a  wood  prop,  pried  the 
rock  off  of  Mr.  Taylor  and  removed  him  from  under  the  fall.  Mr. 
Eickleman  called  for  an  ambulance  and  the  doctor.  Mr.  Taylor  was 
placed  on  a  stretcher  and  transported  to  the  surface,  where  Dr.  L.  L. 
Love  and  the  ambulance  were  waiting.  After  examination  and  emer- 
gency treatment  by  the  doctor  at  the  mine,  Mr.  Tavlor  was  rushed  to 
the  Miners  Hospital  in  Christopher,  Illinois.  He  died  the  next  day 
at  6:53  a.m. 


At  approximately  12:05  p.m.  on  Wednesday,  August  13,  1969  an 
accident  causing  the  deaths  of  two  men  occurred  at  the  Peabody  Coal 
Co.,  Forsyth-Energy  Mine,  east  of  Energy,  Illinois,  in  Williamson 
County.   The  following  are  the  victims: 

Mr.  William  Kirby,  Sr.  —  Age  60  Mr.  William  McNeill  —  Age  40 

Bulldozer  Operator  Pit  Foreman 

Dependent  —  wife  Dependents  —  wife,  2  children 

Marion,  Illinois  Carterville,  Illinois 

On  the  13th  day  of  August,  1969  at  approximately  12:05  p.m.,  Mr. 
Kirby  came  to  his  death  while  performing  his  duties  as  a  bulldozer 
operator  at  the  Peabody  Coal  Co.,  Forsyth-Energy  Strip  Mine. 

Mr.  Kirby  was  in  the  act  of  removing  a  small  landslide  from  the 
top  of  a  coal  seam.  He  was  blading  the  spoil  to  the  West  end  of  the 
cut.  In  doing  so,  he  drove  the  bulldozer  over  the  workings  of  an  old 
abandoned  underground  mine.  These  old  workings  had  been  discovered 
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by  the  dragline  operator  the  day  before  the  accident  occurred  by  drop- 
ping the  dragline  bucket  onto  the  coal  seam.  The  top  coal,  about  two 
feet  in  thickness,  was  broken  through  into  the  old  workings  in  three 
places.  These  underground  workings  were  found  to  be  full  of  water. 
Mr.  Kirby  was  driving  the  bulldozer  along  the  North  side  of  the  pit 
next  to  the  highwall  when  the  bulldozer  broke  through  the  top  coal 
of  the  underground  workings,  overturned  on  its  right  side  pinning  him 
between  the  bulldozer  and  highwall,  crushing  him  to  death  instantly. 
His  body  was  recovered  at  1:30  p.m. 

At  approximately  12:10  p.m.,  Mr.  William  McNeill,  pit  foreman, 
came  to  his  death  while  in  the  act  of  giving  assistance  to  Mr.  Kirby. 

Air.  A4cNeill  and  Herman  Garrett,  in  an  attempt  to  free  Mr. 
Kirby's  body  and  to  shut  off  the  tractor  engine,  were  up  on  the  side  of 
the  tractor  when  other  help  arrived.  Mr.  McNeill  and  Mr.  Garrett 
were  standing  6-10  feet  behind  the  tractor  on  what  was  believed  to  be 
solid  coal.  Mr.  Garrett  said  that  suddenly  there  was  water  to  his  knees 
and  it  appeared  that  the  tractor  was  moving,  but  in  reality,  the  coal  was 
giving  away  beneath  him  and  Mr.  McNeill.  Mr.  Garrett  moved  quickly 
to  his  left,  turned  and  saw  Mr.  McNeill  disappearing  into  the  water  of 
the  old  works  and  almost  immediatelv  a  lower  section  of  highwall, 
approximately  8',  which  would  also  be  the  roof  of  the  old  works,  fell 
out  covering  Mr.  McNeill.  The  bodv  was  recovered  at  5:30  p.m.  by- 
workmen  at  the  mine  and  members  of  the  Benton  Mine  Rescue  Team. 


Mr.  Gary  Lee  Leverett,  age  26,  married,  three  dependent  children, 
came  to  his  death  at  1:15  a.m.,  August  21,  1969,  while  performing  his 
duties  as  electrician  at  the  Peabody  Coal  Companv,  Will  Scarlet  Mine, 
Stonefort,  Williamson  County,  Illinois,  where  he  had  been  emploved 
for  2  vears  and  4  months. 

Due  to  an  electrical  storm  in  the  evening  of  August  20,  1969, 
power  transmission  lines  were  downed  and  fuses  blown  at  this  mine. 
Don  Owen,  Electrician  Chief,  called  Mr.  Leverett  and  Ernest  Sand- 
strom  to  assist  in  repairing  the  damage.  The  repairs  had  been  com- 
pleted except  the  lines  running  to  the  tipple  area.  Mr.  Owen  instructed 
Mr.  Leverett  to  go  to  the  switching  station  with  a  portable  intercom 
and  remain  there  until  he  and  Mr.  Sandstrom  made  repairs  and  told 
him  to  throw  the  switch  in.  After  these  repairs  were  completed  and 
Mr.  Leverett  was  told  to  put  the  switch  in,  and  a  few  moments  after 
Mr.  Leverett  answered  that  he  would,  Mr.  Owen  and  Mr.  Sandstrom 
saw  a  flash  of  light  from  the  direction  of  the  switching  station.  They 
immediately  tried  in  vain  to  get  Mr.  Leverett  on  the  intercom,  then 
they  went  to  investigate  and  found  the  victim  lying  lifeless  about  6  or 
8  feet  from  the  switch  handle.  These  two  men  and  others  tried  in  vain 
for  about  lJ/2  hours  to  revive  Mr.  Leverett  with  artificial  respiration; 
when  they  determined  that  he  was  dead  they  put  him  into  an  ambu- 
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lance.  It  was  found  that  when  the  switch  was  thrown  in,  an  insulator 
on  the  line  above  the  switch  malfunctioned,  the  high  voltage  current 
then  passed  through  the  grounding  wires  down  the  poles  to  the  ground, 
thereby  to  automatically  "kill"  the  power.  Mr.  Leverett,  the  deceased, 
was  standing  between  the  poles  and  between  these  grounding  wires 
and  ahold  of  the  switch  handle;  since  it  had  been  raining  and  he  was 
wet  and  was  holding  the  switch  handle,  part  of  the  electrical  current 
passed  through  his  body  and  he  was  electrocuted;  his  burned  leather 
gloves  proved  this. 


Mr.  Hubert  Collins,  age  27,  married,  2  dependent  children,  came 
to  his  death  at  approximately  4  p.m.  on  September  18,  1969,  at  the  Old 
Ben  Coal  Corporation  Mine  #26  in  Sesser,  Franklin  County,  Illinois. 
Mr.  Collins  was  squeezed  between  the  tail  of  a  continuous  miner  and 
the  deck  of  a  material  jeep,  on  which  he  was  operating. 

Mr.  Collins,  a  repairman,  was  working  overtime  servicing  the  load- 
ing machine  and  he  had  apparently  finished  the  job,  and  was  loading 
grease  cans,  buckets  and  tools  onto  the  jeep  and  was  getting  ready  to 
leave  the  area. 

Mr.  John  Corso  and  Mr.  Richard  Bennett  were  operating  a  roof 
bolter  in  the  same  entry,  120  feet  out  by  the  loading  machine  and 
stated  they  heard  a  loud  noise  which  they  thought  could  have  been  a 
fall.  Looking  toward  the  loading  machine  they  saw  the  victim's  cap 
light  pointing  toward  the  roof  and  they  knew  something  was  wrong. 
They  immediately  ran  to  the  machine  where  they  found  Mr.  Collins, 
whom  they  assumed  dead,  pinned  between  the  tail  of  the  machine  and 
the  deck  of  the  jeep.  The  jeep  was  against  the  bumper  of  the  machine 
and  the  wheels  of  the  jeep  were  still  turning.  They  unplugged  the 
power  on  the  jeep  and  not  being  familiar  with  the  machine,  Mr.  Bennett 
ran  for  help  while  Mr.  Corso  phoned  to  the  surface  reporting  the 
accident. 

At  the  mouth  of  the  panel,  Mr.  Bennett  found  Mike  Griffin  and 
Bob  Sanders,  whom  he  summoned  to  help.  Mr.  Sanders  and  Mr. 
Griffin  ran  to  the  area  of  the  accident  and  Mr.  Griffin  raised  the  tail 
of  the  machine  and  trammed  the  machine  forward  approximately  six 
feet.  Mr.  Sanders  stated  that  he  noticed  the  foot  tram  pedal  on  the 
jeep  stuck  in  an  "on"  position,  which  he  immediately  released  by  hand. 
He  also  noticed  that  the  direction  control  lever  was  in  a  position  which 
would  cause  the  jeep  to  move  towards  the  machine  instead  of  away 
from  it.  The  control  lever  was  still  in  this  position  at  the  time  of  the 
investigation. 

The  men  then  loaded  the  victim,  Mr.  Hubert  Collins,  on  a  stretcher 
and  carried  him  to  the  mantrip,  traveled  to  the  shaft  bottom  and  up  to 
the  surface  where  Dr.  William  Chamberlain  pronounced  him  dead. 
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William  Wayne  Connett,  age  51,  married,  2  dependent  children, 
was  fatally  injured  at  11:45  a.m.  on  December  31,  1969,  at  the  Ayrshire 
Coal  Company,  Delta  Mine,  Marion,  Williamson  County,  Illinois. 
Death  was  Ine  result  of  being  crushed  between  two  empty  railroad  cars. 

The  victim  had  ridden  two  railroad  cars  from  the  empty  car  storage 
yard  to  within  a  few  feet  out  by  the  entrance  to  the  #3  track.  He 
stopped  the  two  cars,  set  the  brakes  and  uncoupled  them.  The  first 
car,  a  100  ton  capacity  car,  which  is  longer  than  the  other  cars,  was  to 
be  loaded  on  the  #3  track.  He  proceeded  to  move  the  first  car  onto 
the  #3  track.  There  was  approximately  6  feet  of  the  rear  end  of  the 
first  car  extending  over  the  #2  track. 

There  were  no  eyewitnesses  to  the  accident;  however,  it  was  believed 
that  Mr.  Connett  intended  to  bring  the  other  car  nearer  to  the  #3 
track  entrance  and  wait  for  clearance  on  #3  track.  Apparently  he  threw 
the  switch,  climbed  on  the  brake  platform,  which  was  located  on  the 
front  end  of  the  #2  car,  released  the  brakes  and  proceeded  toward  car 
#1  on  a  2%  grade.  The  #2  car  crashed  into  the  first  standing  car,  which 
was  extended  on  #2  track,  crushing  him  to  death  instantly.  A  possible 
defective  brake  on  the  #2  car  could  have  been  a  contributing  factor  in 
the  accident,  since  a  wood  plug  was  in  the  brake  chain  to  reduce  the 
slack  in  the  brake.  It  is  also  possible  that  the  victim  did  not  realize 
how  close  he  was  to  the  standing  cars.  Examination  of  the  tracks 
showed  them  to  be  well  sanded  and  free  from  ice.

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ANALYTICAL  LABORATORY 


The  Analytical  Laboratory  of  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Min- 
erals consists  of  two  divisions.   Safety  and  Coal  Analysis. 

Safety  Division 

The  purpose  of  this  division  is  to  analyze  atmosphere  samples  for 
oxygen,  explosive  and  noxious  gases.  Mine  dust  samples  are  analyzed 
for  the  percentages  of  combustible  and  incombustible  materials  to  de- 
termine flame  propagating  characteristics.  Atmosphere  samples  are 
collected  from  Coal,  Spar,  Metal  mines  and  Quarries  in  the  State  of 
Illinois,  thus  ascertaining  compliance  with  State  mining  laws  in  regard 
to  health  and  safety  conditions. 

During  times  of  mine  fires,  the  personnel  of  the  Analytical  Labor- 
atory work  directly  at  the  site  of  the  fire,  analyzing  the  explosive 
characteristics  of  samples  taken  from  the  sealed  areas.  The  analysis  of 
these  samples  determine  the  course  of  action  to  be  taken.  After  the 
fire  has  been  extinguished,  samples  are  taken  to  determine  when  it  is 
safe  to  re-enter  the  sealed  areas. 

During  12  months  of  the  current  year,  2,551  atmosphere  and  2,679 
dust  samples  have  been  analyzed  and  reported. 

Coal  Analysis 

The  coal  analysis  program  was  designed  to  insure  the  quality  of  coal 
purchased  for  State  Institutions  by  the  State  of  Illinois.  The  program 
was  planned  by  the  State  Purchasing  Department  and  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Mines  and  Minerals. 

At  the  heart  of  the  plan  are  Mobile  Sampling  Units  making  fre- 
quent unscheduled  visits  to  all  State  Mental,  Charitable  and  Penal 
Institutions  using  coal.  Samples  are  also  collected  for  the  Secretary 
of  State's  coal  purchases  and  a  number  of  the  State  Universities. 

During  the  current  heating  season,  Illinois  has  contracted  to 
purchase  398,530  tons  of  coal,  which  has  a  total  contract  value  of 
$2,828,762. 

Within  an  average  month,  some  200  samples  of  coal  are  picked 
up  by  the  Quality  Coal  Inspectors,  pulverized  and  delivered  to  the 
Analytical  Laboratory,  where  they  are  analyzed. 

If  delivered  coal  does  not  meet  contract  specifications,  the  State 
may  level  penalties  as  provided  in  the  contract. 

As  a  result  of  this  program,  the  State  of  Illinois  Purchasing  Depart- 
ment is  purchasing  better  grades  of  coal  for  less  money  than  previously. 
This  results  in  tremendous  savings  for  the  State  of  Illinois.  In  addition, 
an  estimated  20%  efficiency  was  realized  in  heating  of  the  various 
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State  Institutions.   This  saving  was  realized  with  a  minimum  amount 
of  additional  equipment  and  personnel  at  the  Laboratory. 

The  program  now  includes  sampling  of  larger  tonnages  by  com- 
posite sample  analysis. 

Future  Laboratory  Building 

Construction  has  started  on  a  new  Mine  Rescue  Station  and 
Analytical  Laboratory  Building,  503  East  Main  Street,  Benton,  Illinois. 

Tentative  completion  date  is  early  1970.  The  modern  one  story 
building  covering  13,372  square  feet  will  house  the  latest  of  mine 
rescue  and  laboratory  equipment.  This  will  be  the  first  permanent 
building  for  the  laboratory  since  its  establishment  in  1948.

DIVISION  OF  OIL  AND  GAS 

The  Division  of  Oil  and  Gas  of  the  Department  of  Mines  and 
Minerals  is  required  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  "An  Act  in  Relation 
of  Oil,  Gas,  Coal  and  Other  Surface  and  Underground  Resources,"  and 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  formulated  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Act. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Division  to  see  that  oil  wells  are  properly 
spaced;  to  control  the  drilling  and  plugging  of  oil  wells  and  wells 
drilled  in  connection  therewith;  to  see  that  necessary  precautions  are 
observed  to  protect  the  workable  coal  seams  through  which  wells  are 
drilled  and  to  prevent  pollution  of  land  and  fresh  water  supplies  result- 
ing from  oil  field  operations. 

Permits  must  be  obtained  from  the  Division  of  Oil  and  Gas  before 
wells  are  drilled  for  oil,  gas,  watersupply,  water  input,  gas  input,  air 
input,  salt  water  disposal,  and  structure  test.  In  1969,  1,597  such 
permits  were  issued.  The  Law  requires  that  for  each  well  drilled  or 
acquired,  the  operator  must  furnish  the  Division  with  bond  coverage 
to  guarantee  the  eventual  plugging  of  the  well  and  the  satisfactory 
restoration  of  the  well  site.  The  State  oil  well  inspectors  are  in  at- 
tendance to  supervise  the  plugging  of  all  abandoned  drill  holes,  which 
in  1969  numbered  1,497. 

The  Division  furnishes  copies  of  permits  and  plugging  affidavits  tc 
the  State  Geological  Survey,  and  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  to 
seeing  that  well  logs  and  cuttings  are  sent  to  the  Survey.  The  Division 
also  receives  and  records  completion  data  on  wells  drilled. 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Division  provide  for  the  calling 
of  public  hearings,  upon  written  request  of  any  interested  person,  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  action  with  regard  to  any  matter  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Department.  All  such  hearings  are  made  of  record 
in  the  Division  and  are  open  to  public  inspection. 

The  Oil  and  Gas  Board  consists  of  four  members  and  the  Director 
of  the  Department,  and  is  subject  to  call  by  the  Mining  Board  for 
advice  and  consultation  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  oil  and  gas 
industry.
